Mr. Strayhorn arrive§at bis 
redemption period by` averaging 
the’ practice in other states whose 
tax collection laws he studied be- 
fore drawing his bill. ‘However, 
we understand he is now consid- 
ering a shorter pridd“hecause of 
special factors applying to Florida 
These include homestead exemp- 
tien and the Murphy bill. Because 
homes are exempt from operating 
levies the annusi-taxes are so 
mall that necessitois delinquency 
is expected to’ bo negligible anda 
long Fedemption period is there- 
fore not requind: Also the Murphy 
Vill hay provided an opportunity 
for owners to clear’ up back taxea} 
On property they want to` keep 
and with only one year’s taxes'left 
tö pay, few hardships would re- 
sult from requiring immediate 
Payment on pain of losing title. 

‘These reasons leave little , ob- 
jection to cutting the redemption 
period to one year or less from 
the date of sale. This would give 
Mr. Strayhorn’s bill a full set of 
teeth and esthblish it as the No. 
1 basis from which all tax collec- 
tion plans would start. In fact it 
would be a tax collection bill with 
no ifs, ands, buta and exemptions 
for the dodgers to go to court on. 
And as that, we believe, is pre- 
cisely what the people of the state 


are demanding, Mr. Strayhorn haz 
what they want—and Ys the only 
legislator we know of who has 
[even talked about it, much less 
drawn up a bill. — Fort Myers

Belle Glade Rotarians held their 
tegular “Vocatio rul Service” meet- 
ing Friday afternoon at the Com- 
munity Methodist Church. ,` Ro- 
tarian J. O. Jameson had charge 
of the’ program.
